^receive in the way of old 


age pensions were made in 
the senate today by Sena- 
tor G. H. Nelson of Lub- 
bock. 
Nelson was opposing a bill by 
Senator Doss Hardln of Waco lib- 
eralizing the present old age pen- 
sion plan but not dealing with tax- 
ation. 
It was the first day the senate 
had tackled on the floor the dyna- 
mite-laden 
pension-tax 
problem. 
The house had adjourned In re- 
spect to Rep. J. J. Olsen of Yoa- 
kum, 
who died Saturday. 
Nelson asserted 
the statement 
had been made all over Texas that 
the people had voted four to one 
for a constitutional amendment 
whereby they would receive pen- 
sions of $30, but 
nothing was 
further from the truth. 
Reading the question submitted 
to the people two years ago,* the 
senator pointed out the amendment 
merely authorized the legislature 
to set up a system of old age as- 
sistance and to accept federal aid 
and restricted state expenditures 
for this purpose'to a maximum of 
$15 a month. 
"The old people of Texas have 
been 
seriously 
misled," 
Nelson 
shouted. "J. am 
not, saylnjf 
by 
whom, but there have been some 
who have gone about over the state 
saying If they were elected to pub- 
llo office 'you will get your $30 a 
month'."

If the nomination is confirm- 


ed by the senate, Douglas will 
succeed the veteran Justice Louis 
D. Brandeis, who retired Febru- 
ary 13 after 23 years on the high 
tribunal. 


Although there had been a wide- 


spread demand for appointment 
of a westerner to fill the court 
vacancy, Douglas, a former Yale 
law professor, 
was 
appointed 


from Connecticut. 
However, 
Douglas 
was 
born 


In Minnesota and 
received his 
early 
schooling in Washington 
State. 


Douglas Is known as a consis- 
tent new deal supporter. 


Recently, he denounced as a 
"phoney" a proposal from 
the 


stock exchanges to change trad- 
Ing rules. 


This was President 
Roosevelt's 


fourth appointment In less than 
two years to the nine-man court. 
There was no vacancy during his 
first term.

—The Mexican government appar- 
ently seeks a settlement of the oil 
expropriation controversy whereby 
it would retain full control of the 
petroleum industry and demand 
additional cash investments from 
the expropriated concerns in ex- 
change for a share of the earn- 
ings. 


This was the analysis drawn by 
observers from a speech yesterday 
by President Lazaro Cardenas be- 
fore 35,000 persons celebrating the 
first anniversary of the confisca- 
tion of properties valued at $400,- 
000,000 by the 17 American and 
British companies concerned. 


Donald 
Rlchberg, counsel for 
the companies, remained silent on 
Cardenas' speech. 
He had said 
Friday neither party had "com- 
mitted himself to agreement" and 
none could "be assumed" until 
"expressly stated by both." 


Cardenas told his audience the 
issue was "reaching a 
definite 


solution through the plan of co- 
operation" offered by the com- 
panies.

Informed sources said Rlchberg

Chamber of Commerce' Thursday 
night. 
R. W. Knight presided., at the 
meeting and presented J. Max 
Montgomery, mortgage conference 
representative, as the first speak- 
er. Mr. Montgomery outlined the 
various classes of loans and proj- 
ects eligible for mortgage Insur- 
ance, and listed the. various re- 
quirements for the presentation 
of the applications, and the limits 
on the different types of loans. 
Honry Heyn, chief evaluator 


for the Northeastern Texas dis- 
trict of the FHA, was the second 
speaker and declared that most 
contractors 
and lumber dealers 
were overlooking a rich field of 
endeavor In the lower Income 
groups, pointing out that pay- 
ments of approximately $16.15 per 
month plus about $5 per month 
for 
Interest 
and 
taxes, would 
amortize a $3,000 home within the 
time limits of the FHA and would 
easily come within the amount of 
rent paid by this class of citizen 


Outlined Procedure. 
With the aid of specially pre- 
pared charts, the speaker then 
outlined the procedure followed In 
the evaluation of the house and lo- 
cation before the federal mort 
gage Insurance was approved. He 
stated the first consideration was 
naturally the economic soundness 
of the loan, and whether or not II 
would 
provide improved 
living 
conditions. 
Taking up the applicant for the 
loan, Mr. Heyn said his office soughl 
to determine first, teh attitude of 
the prospective borrower and his 
social and economic characterist- 
ics and the motivation in relation 
to the transaction; and second, his 
ability to pay, by a study of his 
omployability and economic sta- 
bility, and also the relation of 
the transaction to prior obllga 
tlons. 
A third point listed was the re 
latlon of the borrower's income to 
the amount of the proposed trans 
action, with a valuation of two 
and a half times the normal an 
nual Income set as the maximun 
for a home for the applicant, 
Taking up the plans for the 
home to be constructed or pur 
chased, Mr. Heyn said the matter 
was checked for durability, func 
tlon, and adjustment for non 
conformity.

WASHINGTON. March 18.—W 
—Senator Connally (D-Texos) pro- 
tested today that the existing na- 
tional freight rate system "artifl- 
cally freezes Industry" In favored 
areas of tho United States. 
The Texas senator testified be- 
fore a senate interstate commerce 
subcommittee In support of bills 
by Southern senators calling for a 
revision 
and 
equalization 
of 


freight rates. 
• 
"The 
real 
power 
to control 
freight rates rests with congress," 
Connally said. 
"The least we can do Is indicate 
to the Interstate commerce com- 
mission the views of congress as 
to rate structures." 
Support for rate revision also 
came from Senator Papper (D- 
Fla.). 
The Florida senator said "the 
South and the West have been 
struggling uphill against economic 
forces, Including 
discriminatory 


freight rates." 
Connally asserted his home state 


of Texas and the entire Southwest 
"suffers 
more from inequalities 
and rate discriminations than any 
other section of the United States." 
Teh Texan said that when dates 
for this area were first stabilized 
the long distances and small vol 
ume forced high rates to support 
new railroads. 


And, 
Connally complained that 
this same theory of high rates 
had 
boon "maintained 
notwith- 
standing the fact that the terri- 
tory has developed fully and vol- 
ume increased many, many times." 


Sort of Subsidy. 
Teh Texan suggested that car- 
riers operating in higher rate ter- 
ritories should receive a larger 
share of Joint-rates that at pres- 
ent on shipments to and from low 
rate areas. 
"This might be considered as 
sort of a subsidy for some areas, 
but this is a national problem," 
Connally said. 
After a third Southern senator, 
Stewart (O-Tenn.), had testified 
In support of rate revisions, Chair- 
man Hill (D-Ala) of the subcom- 
mittee, announced the hearing had 
been completed. 
Connally suggested the national 
Idea adapted to postal rates should 
apply to some extent on freight. 
"It doesn't cost any more to 
send a letter from Boston to San 
Francisco than from Washington 
to Baltimore," the Texan said. 
'Everybody agrees that's a good 
thing but some take a different 
attitude on freight rates."

1937 
or 1938, E. N. 
Holmgreen, 


state administrator of the AAA, 
explained. 


Holmgreen said the 
advanced 


deadline Is possible because acre- 
age allotments this year 
were 


distributed much earlier than ever 
before, this being the first time 
In the history of the farm pro- 
gram that allotments are reach- 
ing Texas producers, 
generally, 
ahead of planting time.
